Cotton Goon North. — Messrs. Falls & Cash 
shipped two hundred bales of cotton jier National yes- 
terday for Cairo, which goes thence by railroad to 
New York and Fall River. Mass., one-half for each 
place. '1 hb a ill soon become an important route for 
shipping cotton to the eastern cities, provided the 
railroad companies establish a tarilt' to compete with 
other routes. — Memphis Bulletin. 

The largest portion of this cotton will, doubtless, 
be returned by the same route to consumers of cotton 
goods iu^fe^ near the cotton-planting States. The 
whole cost of transit cannot fall much if any below 6 
cents per pound, reckoning freight, insurance, inte- 
rest, and commission, and not including profits. For 
this 0 cents a pound the cotton, in a first-class and 
well-managed cotton mill, can be made up at or near 
the cotton lields into coarse cloth. What folly, then, 
to expect such a course of trade to continue. Drag- 
ging cotton and cotton goods twelve hundred miles 
each way, over coal fields and by water falls and 
through the richest subsistence country on earth to 
and from barren and cold New England where corn 
is planted with a crowbar on the hill sides, and 
where the valleys are made reservoirs of water pow- 
er — a power, by the way, always uncertain and now 
largely aided by coal imported from Pennsylvania!

Hit motion in regard to the Present's ptaaan 
and accompanying documents pending — 

Mr. CeUawueer said warn la beeaa his term of 
service iu the Senate he entertained the leairktiuej 
that the questions at business hefore :>Iie body Were 
the only subjects for discussion. He senn found that 
other and abler Senators held a different opinion. He 
thought there were more important dutus d -volviug 
■pea them thaw the listening to petitions for redress- 
ing grievances and enacting laws for Hie govern- 
ment of the people or they should guise and prejKire 
the public mind. His own opinion was that the 
public mind should itself not n-reive direction hum 
tat de hates or action of either house of Geagreea, 
He thought these I ax ties should rather be the echo 
of public sentiment than the l'ratner of it, for that 
was, in fact, t lira 11 storming the Senate from a legis- 
lative assembly iafeo an an na of pilitical debate; 
but it seemed that he was entirely mistaken in his 
ideas, for it was not far a moment to be supposed 
that the practice of all those old and e.xpe: ien> ed 
Senators was founded upon an tnaaeoai theory. He 
would confess that all his previous \ iewi were com- 
pletely overturned by liis experience here. He 
found that on those qaestioBti which were Men 

Congress as proper subjects of debate it took very 

latitudinary r.mge. Much WM said here that w as 
not said to produce effect oa the minds of the mem- 
ben or with the flTpnillBtitui of their votes. But 
speeches were made, to use a common phrase, for 
buncom'ie. Inasmuch as this was the case all par- 
tie! 1 ii u-t participate in the di-ciissioii. It would be 
idle for anybody to attempt to elevate himself above 
the current of debate as it proceeded from day to 
dav. 

When he heard the annual message of the Presi- 
dent road, the other day, he thought some parts of 
it were in rather bad taste, but that was not a mat- 
ter for the Senate to complain of. The aspersions 
which the President cast ujion the people of the 
Northern States, who voted for the Republican 
ticket. They seem to have bsen dictated by an im- 
pertinent sort of tmm worthy of no particular im- 
portance w hen cousidejed in themselves; but coni- 
[ng, at they do, from the highest executive oliicer of 
the nation, they deserve some remark. 

Mr. Collamer quoted from the message those pas- 
sages charging the Republicans with Mag inllu- 
euced with a desire to change the domestic iaafea- 
tions existing in the States, saying that the Presi- 
dent imputed false pretences to them, and hail fur- 
ther charged that they seek an object which they 
well know to be revolutionary, and that, with this 
knowledge and fully aware of th« consequences 
which must result from their action, tea endeavor 
to prepare the people of the United States for civil 
war by doing everything in tl»eir power to deprive 
them of a constitution and laws, of moral authority, 
and undermine the fabric of the Union; and, a little 
further on, the Preefdeat spoke of an attempt of a 
portion of the States, bv a sectional organization, to 
usurp the control of the" Government of the United 

States. 

Mr. Collamer regarded these grave and very seri- 
ous charges as being unw arranted l>v facts, and pro- 
ceeded to give the history of slavery in connection 
with the administratiou of this government from its 
foundation to the present time, maintaining that the 
power of Congress, which is now questioned, to pro- 
hibit slavery in the Territories, had always hew 
exercised until a very recent period, and that with 
very lew BXCeptioOl there was never eajf question as 
to their right to exercise it. Adjourned. 

Home. — Mr. Smith of Tennessee, replying to the 
remark of Mr. Campbell of Ohio and Mr. Sherman, 
said if they had confined themselves t<> making "X- 
cuses for their defo.it. he would not have thought it 
projier to reepawL They had charged on the Demo- 
cratic party the entertaining different sentiments in 
different sections of the l iiion, but this was silly — it 
amounted to nothing in the public mind. He saw in 
Mr. Sherman's speech an effort to unite al! the op|>o- 
sing elements North and South against the Democra- 
cy in the next Presidential election. He saw a hack 
down from all the positions heretofore taken by the 
Republican party in this House relative to the "ques- 
tion of slavery— 'tut this scheme will not succeed. 

The other gentleman (Mr. Cammpbell) had aaawi 
that the great principle of the Nebraska bill and the 
re|x»al of the Missouri compromise and the policy of 
the present administration had been condemned by 
three hundred thousand votes. So far from this, as 
he proceeded to show, they have been overwheldinly 
approved by the people of the country. He main- 
tained that they are opjmsed to sectionalism, as was 
shown in the result of the Presidential election. 

As to Mr. Buchanan's principles, they are embo- 
died in the resolutions of the national Democratic 
convention. 

The House, bv special order, proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the Whit lied case, and reconsidered the 
vote by which the House on last Monday week re- 
fused that he lie sworn as a delegate from Kansas bv 
a vote of 111 to 108.

Loss ok Boats anu Bakuks. — tirouwUmj of the 
Fleet. — We announced in Saturday's Journal the de- 
parture of a numlier of coal tow steamers with their 
fleets of barges, and a considerable aggn g.it, of or- 
dinary coal iKjats. To-day, we are sorry to say, we 
have disastrous accounts from them. VVe make the 
following notes of the disasters in the order pi w hich 
they reach us, and not in that of distance from the 
port. 

The steamer Jas. Guthrie, bound for Louisville 
with nine barges in tow and seven dats, all aground 
at head of M» ri iman's. 

The steamer Tom Jones, for St. Louis, with five 
barges in tow, partly laden with lumber. Steamer 
and three barges aground at Merriman's; two barges 
sunk there. 

The steamer Shingiss, for St. Louis with eight 
barges coal and lumber, got no further than the Trap; 

three of the hi r lioats w ere sunk, and the steamer 

with three of her barges grounded. One pair of coal 
boats aground at Merriman's. Four pairs coal boats 
aground at the Tmp. One barge coal l>out. owned by 
the Watson's, is sunk at Merriman's. Ond pair are 
aground at 1 >eadman. One pair sunk at Line Island. 
One piir sunk at Babb's Island, head of Beaver 
shoals. 

Here is a very considerable loss of property al- 
ready. And as the river falls too fast to liohten off 
anything, the exposure of the steamers and barges, 
and other grounded craft, to loss and damage, is 
fearful iu prospect. A change of weather and an 
early rise of the river would release much of this 
property. Thus far, ther has been no loss of life. 

The steamer Forest City, hence for Wheeling, on 
Saturday morning, ran afoul of one of the Guthrie's 
barges, at Merriman's, with great damage to her 
starboard bulwarks, breaking her water-wheel and 
cook-house. She returned to the citv for repairs.

those who had not received the dividend of 40 
in full of their bonds— -made known through their 
agent their intention to organize the company, sub- 
scribing as stock therein their lionded debt and in- 
t e re -t— equal to 11,500 shares of $50 each, or s j7,\- 
000. Different gentlemen present held proxies to 
vote the stock of about two-thirds of the stockhold- 
ers, and cast a unanimous vote for seven directors 
of the new company — Win. W. Corcoran, of Wash- 
ington City. Win. Hoge, L. Von Hoffman, Edward 
Stucker. and three others, whose names we have 
forgotten — all of New York citv. A little addition- 
al business, entirely of a formal character, was done, 
when the meeting adjourned. 

After the meeting, the gentlemen present remained 
and spent an hour in free conversation al»out the 
jirosjiects of the road, the best plan to pursue to en- 
list public opinion iu favor of an early completion 
of the road, &c. We understand nothing further 
was done, than to send a communication to the 
New York stockholders in reference to future action 
about the road.— tfnmWfe Ayfe.

A Second Daniel Ijimberi. — On Sunday, the 9th 
inst., Mr. Jatnes Mansfield expired at the villai^e of 
Debden, in his S2d year. He was an extraordinary 
character, for, though not above the ordinary height, 
he was of immense magnitude, measuring 9 feet 
round, and weighing 33 stones of 14 tiounds. When 
sitting on his chair [made especially for his use 
four feet wide], his. abdomen covered his knees, and 
hung down almost to the ground. When he reclined 
it was necessary to pack hi> head to prevent suffoca- 
tion. About ten years ago he was exhibited at the 
Ixicester square rooms, London, as the "greatest 
man iu the world.'' He has also been exhibited in 
the country. A suit of clothes made especially for 
him would comfortably button up four ordinary 
sized men. Marshfield was a butcher by trade, and 
at the time of his death was a hale old "man, jxisses- 
sing a good constitution, and a sanguine and happv 
temiierafnent. His remains have been interred at 
Debden. — A«*cx Herald. 

Unusual Proceeding. — The jury in the case of a 
negro named Willis, recently tried at Carlisle, Pa., 
tot the murder of John Kissel, lieing unable to agree 
upon a verdictj were discharged, when the following 
novel proceeduig* transpired: The court, having 
the evidence before them, and the negro being 
willing to plead guilty to murder in the second de- 
gijee, and the Commonwealth consenting, sentenced 
the- prisoner to eleven years and ten months solitary 
confinement at labor in the penitentiary. The high- 
est penalty of the Law is twelve years, but, as it is 
contrary to the act of Assembly to turn out criminals 
during the winter months, the sentence was obliged 
to conform thereto, and Willis escapes some sixty 
days longer

the President and Cashier of the Morris Co. Bank, at 
Morristown, N. J., called upon the Chief of Police, 
and stated that they had obtained a clue to a party, 
who had for some time past been putting in circula- 
tion counterfeit bills on the above Dank. The Chief 
deputised officers Masterson and Murphy, to aid of- 
ficer Sutherland of New Jersey in the business, and 
Mr. Masterson soon after appeared, attired as a cat- 
tle drover, and proceeded to the Commercial Hotel, 
for the purpose of arresting a man calling himself 
Williams, who was suspected of being one of the 
counterfeiters. Williams soon appeared, and the of- 
ticergave him to understand that he wished to buy 
a quantity of laogus money, to take West to lie used 
in the purchase of cattle. Williams exhibited seve- 
ral well executed specimens, and told the drover that 
lie could have any quantity over $1,000, at 25 cents 
on the dollar. At this moment, officer Sutherland 
entered the room, and Williams, fearing all was not 
right, attempted to throw the bills into the tire but 
wae prevented from doing so and arrested. 

He was taken to the Chief's office, and upon con- 
dition that his own personal safetv should be assured, 
he expressed a willingness to tell who were his ac- 
complices. He then stated, it is alleged, that he ob- 
tained the money from James M. Taylor & Bro., ex- 
change brokers, at the corner of Chatham and James 
streets. The officers and prisoner theti visited the 
office of the Taylors, and officer Masterson, still dis- 
guised, went iti with Williams, whom he had fur- 
nished with genuine bills to expend for bogus ones. 
A large package of hills, it is said, was soon handed 
by one of the brothers to Williams, and then the offi- 
cer having given the signal, the other officers, who 
were outside, rushed in, and the two men were ar- 
rested, but not without a determined resistance. 

The premises were then searched and aliout $20,- 
0O0 in counterfeit money, it is alleged, was found. 
The denominations were from $1 to $20, and they 
were imitations of the issues of the Morris Co. Bank, 
N. J., Onondaga Bank of Syracuse, N. Y., Hamil- 
ton Bank of Scituate, R. I., Eastern Bank, Colum- 
bia co., Bank of Pa., Anthracite Bank of Tamaqua, 
Pa., Merchants' Exchange Bank of this city, and 
others. A large quantity of bills in an unfinished 
state, it is said" was also' found, and several thous- 
and dollars in genuine bills on the Tradesmen's Bank 
of this city, which were the property of the hank, 
the brothers having done business with it. The 
bi)ls are all admirablv executed, and well calculated 
toi deceive the best judge"- They were sold to Wil- 
liams, it is said, for one shilling on the dollar. The 
parties we re all, on Sunday, taken before Justice 
Dhvidson. Jeremiah L. Taylor and James M. Tay- 
lor gave bail in $5,000 each for trial. Their bonds- 
n*n are Marcus Sharkie, of 105 Monroe street, and 
Wm. H. Goodwin of No. 107 East 39th street. Wil- 
liams was locked up in default of bail. A man 
named Augustus Kimberly was also arrested as a 
confederate and committed for trial.— -V . i .

THIRTY-FOURTH CONGRESS— SECOND SESSION. 
Wedaenlig's Proce»J:,tgs. 

Washington, Dec. 10. 

Senate. — The Senate resinned the consideration of 
the motion to print the President's message and ac- 
conipirnving documents. 

Mr. l'ugh entered into a defense of the President 
in all the positions and arguments of the message and 
especially that portion of it which denounced the 
spirit of sectionalism and disunion. In replying to 
the arguments of the opposition, he contended that 
every measure of the present administration had been 
emphatically endorsed by the people, and none of 
them more distinctly than the principle of popular 
sovereignty in the territories. The Democratic na- 
tional platform was explicit upon every purely na- 
tional question, and whatever assertions might now 
lie made of deception in this section or that they were 
broadly in the face of the facts. The Democratic 

Earty went into the canvass with no concealments, it 
eld no views or opinions in reserve, and advocated 
no principle that was not well understood in every 
section of the Union. 

SOUTHERN COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 

Savannah, Dec. 8. 

The Southern Commercial Convention met here at 
noon to-day. The Mayor took the chair and made 
an appropriate speech. An eloquent prayer was de- 
livei-ed by Bishop Elliott. Mr. Thau \ ton, of Peters- 
burg, was appointed temporary Secretary. A com- 
mittee of one from each State" was appointed to re- 
po.t officers and rules for the permanent organiza- 
tion of the Convention, after which recess untill 4 
o'clock was resolved on. 

There are about 600 delegates in attendance, re- 
presenting ten of the Southern States, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Kentucky, and Delaware not 
l>eing represented. The Pacific railroad and the 
Nicaragua questions will be the engrossing questions 
for consideration. The project for reopening the 
slave trade will be quietly sunk ou reassembling. 

James Lyons, of Virginia, was appointed perma- 
nent president, with the usual number of vice presi- 
dents and secretaries. 

The rules of the House of Representatives were 
adopted, and each State has the number of votes to 
which she is entitled in the electoral college. 

Mr. Lvons made a long speech, asserting it to be 
the wish" of the South to maintain the Constitution 
and the Union, but expressing their determination to 
prepare for future contingencies. 

A committee of two from each State represented 
was appointed to prepare business. A. Dudley Mann, 
Esq., WM admitted as delegate, and added to the 
committee on business. The Convention then ad- 
journed till to-morrow.
